HARTLY and 
had a daughter, Mary A. E. HARTLY, who m. John W. HUDSON. When 
Elizabeth (HILL) HARTLY’s first husband died, she then m. Robert C. 
HUTSON, your ancestor. 


This adds a bit to the account given in GOODSPEED’s Memoirs of 
Central Arkansas, as sent by you. Incidentally, we did not have that 
account by GOODSPEED in our files. Unfortunately, many members are 
not aware they must research HUTSON as well as HUDSON to find records 
of their ancestors, no matter how the name is now spelled. wWe have 
dozens of accounts of family members changing the spelling from one 
form to the other (then sometimes back again). Brothers adopt unlixe 
spellings, etc. Then the old scribes, who left most of the records 
we must use, spe'Jed just any way that suited their whim, sometimes 
two or more ways in one document. 


I am sending a copy of this letter to Mrs. BRATTON. You may want to 
write to her.

New bridge will displace 
couple, home and old oak

PASCAGOULA — For almost 150 
years, the corner of Pine Street and 
Laurel Avenue has been shaded by a 
giant Live oak tree. 

J.V. and Ida Hudson have lived in 
the tree’s shadow for 63 of their 71 


years of marriage. They have had. 


many a picnic on a hot summer after- 


noon under the sprawling branches. 


of the stately tree with their four 
children, seven grandchildren and 
nine great-grandchildren. 

The tree has become as much a 
part of their lives as their 101-year- 
old home. “It’s like a member of the 
family,” Ida Hudson, 89, said. ; 

But by the end of this century, a 
$40 million, eight-lane, high-rise 


bridge over the Pascagoula River is 
expected to cast a noisy shadow over 
Pine and Laurel. 

Progress will take the tree and the 
home and force. the Hudsons to 
move. 

The new bridge will take the place 
of the drawbridge on U.S. 90 at the 
west entrance to Pascagoula. 

Angry, bitter and hurt are a few 
adjectives, but they don’t adequately 
describe Ida Hudson’s feelings about 
being forced to move with her 93- 
year-old husband, who is bedridden 
with Alzheimer’s disease. 

“T’d like to die right in this house,” 
she said, her voice quivering with~~ 
emotion. “I don’t want to go nowhere 
else. I’ve cried and worried myself to 
death. I’ve shed enough tears in this 
house to fill it up.” 

While the bridge is still in the

design stage, the Mississippi Depart- 
ment of Transportation has received 
a $2 million grant for right-of-way 
acquisition ; ‘and © relocation. ' The 
department still does not know the 
exact number of homes and _busi- 
nesses the bridge will displace. 

The department has done some 
surveying. Blue ribbons are tied to 


stakes in the Hudsons’ yard. 

“They done staked me out good,” 
Ida Hudson said. 

The original design of the bridge 
was to take it south of the present 
drawbridge. The shift to the north 
side brought the Hudsons’ home, as 
well as the Jackson County Chamber 
of Commerce building and several 
eating establishments, right into the 
path of the bridge. 

Ida Hudson believes the need for 
the high-rise came and went when 
Ingalls Shipbuilding was in its heyday 
in the 1970s. 

Ingalls is downsizing, and it is west 
Jackson County that is growing, she 
said. Those are good reasons not to 
build a high-rise, she said. 

“Pascagoula will just be a place for 
people to drive through and cash 
their checks * on their way out of 
town,” she said. 

She wonders why the old bridge 
can’t be repaired, and said she 


believes politicians are to blame for

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the new bridge. 

“I don’t have no respect for none of 
them because they don’t have none 
for us,” she said. “If they did, they 
wouldn't do old people like this.” 

She doesn’t agree with the law of 
eminent domain which allows the gov- 
ernment to acquire property in the 
name of progress. 

“It's a law and I know it’s law,. but 
it’s one of the worst laws in this coun- 
try,” she said. 

Ida Hudson, whose brother, Wilbur 
Dees, was a longtime chancery clerk 
in Jackson County, spends several 
hours a day feeding her husband. Her 
husband is blind in one eye and can’t 
talk. She said if her husband were 
healthy, he wouldn't stand for the 
relocation. 

“He would have done jumped them 
in this yard putting stakes down,” she 
said. “He'd run them out of here. 
They wouldn’t have put no stakes 
down and ‘left them. 

“My husband, bless his heart, he 
don't know nothing. I’m glad he don’t 
because if he did it would tear him up 
like it’s done me.” 

She doesn’t have a timetable to be 
out of her home, and she doesn't 
know where she'll have to move to 
with her husband. 

“They can't replace me nowhere 


” like this. This is one'‘of thé” oldest ' 


parts of town. It's quiet,” she said. 
“As far as I'm concerned all they're 
doing is ending my life. I might have 
lived.10 or 15 years longer,” she said. 
Charles Hudson, one of Ida Hud- 
son’s three sons, has tried to help his 


mother cope with the impending 
move. 

“What makes it so bad is their age 
and trying to readjust. It’s practically 
impossible to readjust if you've lived 
that long in one place. That's going to 
be the big problem,” he said. 

Ida Hudson knows she can’t stop 
progress. She had written letters and 
made countless phone calls. She said 
she has thought about tying herself to 
the tree “but they'd just cut me with 
it.” 

Workers with the state transporta- 
tion department have visited her and 
told her they understand her situa- 
tion, but are powerless to do anything 
about it. 

But she said she would like to put 
the people responsible for the bridge 
in her shoes. - wy 

“T think it would be ‘wcautsrtal if 
each one of them would get thrown 
out of their house and see how it 
feels.”
